‘Sensational statements by Jesse 
Mercer, former state probibition en- 
forceemnt officer, that “political in- 
4 fluence” was working to obtain a 
pardon for Neale Gentry, “King of 
the Moonshiners,” and that it was 
reported in northwest Georgia that 
Governor Hardwick had agreed to 
grant Gentry a pardon, featured the

Thursday on Gentry’s application for 
clemency. 
. Gentry lives in Murray county and 
‘was sentenced in May in two cases 
_involving violation of the. prohibition 
‘taw, his total sentence being three 
gears, and a fine of $2,000, in addi- 
tion, being assessed. 

Near Fist Fight. 
Another outstanding feature was a 
sear fist fight staged by Mr. Mer- 
cer and Herbert Clay, one of Gen- 
try’s lawyers, which followed Mr. 
,. Mercer's statement that he had “no 
more respeet for a whisky lawyer 
than he had for a whiskg ped-.

Colonial Office Announces 

British Will Withdraw 
as Soon as Danger to 
Ulster Passes. 


BY RALPH H. TURNER 
United News Staff Correspondent. 
London, June 8.—-Military operations 
on a larger scale in Ireland are fore- 
shadowed by the reinforcement of both 
British -and Irish troops, especiat!y 
in the Donegal-Londonderry sector, 4¢- 
cording to information reaching here. 

This troop concentration follows up 
the occupation of Pettigoe and Bel- 
leek by the crown forces and indi- 
cates that both sides are preparing 
to settle the-free state question by 
force unless a peaceable settlement is 
worked out meantime by the British 
and Irish political leaders in confer- 
ence here. | 

In ‘capturing Belleek — including 
both the village and .the forts over 
which ‘a green sinn fein flag was fly- 
ing—the British advanced for the first 
time into strictly free state territory. 
Hitherto they have confined then- 
selves to expelling the rebel forces 
from Ulster territory, encroaching on 
freé state seit only where it was 
necessary to consolidate pdpitions, as 
was the case after the “capture of 


Pettigoe. ) 
- Spectacular Advance. 

Although the occupation of Belleek 
Thursday was achieved without blood- 
shed, it was featured by a spectacn: 
Jar display of the arty ef modern war- 
fare. Tand, sea ana'‘air forces were 
combined for the assault. Three regi- 
ments of British infantry led the at- 
tack, advancing in three sections. Two 
of them moving around the opposite 
sides of Lough Erne-and joining as 
they approached Belleek and another 
moving up the Lough in small boats. 

As the British forces approached, 
the Irish opened fire with their Lewis 
machine guns, the crown: forces an 
swering with artillery. Verey rockets 
were sent up by this British unit to 
signal the other two columns that 
the enemy had started firing. 

The. British troops went into ac- 
tion in full fighting order, equipped 
with steel helmets and other miodern 
paraphernalia, and advanced with the 
| utmost caution, throwing out strong ad- 
vance patrols, while the artillery fol- 
lowed close behind the infantry. Sev: 
eral howitzers were in the artillery 
detachment.

Give 
Each County Right to 
Vote Salary System. 


A bill to abolish the fee system for 
county officers in: Georgia will -be 
introduced in the legislature this 
summer by Representatives Murphy 
Holloway and Virlyn B. Moore, of 
the Fulton delegation, it was an- 
nounced Thursday by Mr. Holloway. 

The two representatives appeared 
before the last: previous grand jury 
and discussed advantages. of doing 
away with the fee plan. The jurors 
adopted ‘a special ‘jpresentment urging 
abolishment of the fee arsigh 

Since that time Mr. Holloway and 
Mr. Moore have been at work framing 
a bill to change-the fee system to the 
saldry plan. 

Bill Proposed. 

‘We have in preparation_.a bill,” 
eaid Mr. Holloway, “which will seek 
through a constitutional amendment, 
te give each county the right, by ref- 
erendum, to adopt the salary system 
to apply to all county officers, the 
teferendum to be initiated by the 
grand jury. 

. “This bill will be presented to ‘the 
legislature in the early days of the 
session.

It 
is apparent that the. only way relief 
can be brought about will be through 
e constitutional amendment.

~The proposed new plan includes -the 
substitution of a through joint rate 
on class freight for, the combination 
local system, and adopted, would 
mean substantial reductions from 


points in the middle west to this sec- 1 


tion, according to L. E. Oliphant, rep- 
resenting the rap waye of the central 
freight associatfon. 

“The rate from Chicago to Atlanta 
will be cut frofa 257 in cents per one 
hundred pounds first-class,” asserted 
Mr. Oliphant;~{to 210 if the interstate 
commerce commission accepts the pro- 
posal of the carriers. Since Atlanta is 
one of the main pivotal points in the 
proposed southeastern adjustment, this 
reduction is fairly representative of 
the wholesale reductions proposed un- 
der the through rate system. In the 
yast virtually all rates from the mid- 
dle west have been fixed on a combi- 
ration basis. with the Ohio river 
crossings as the dividing point. 

“The proposed rate has been ar- 
rived at by taking 56 per cent of the 
present rate to the river crossings and 
adding that to the southern classifica-. 
tion rate as proposed in previous tes- 
timony.” 

The effect of the proposed reduction 
will be instrumental, it Was stated, in 
making competition with Chicago and 
New York districts on practically the 
same basis.

SENATE GETS BILL 
TO PROVIDE BONUS

Details of Bill. 

The bill was accompanied by a re 
port placing the probable cost to .the 
federal government at $3,845,659,481, 
spread over a 


aid and 21-2 per cent vocational train- 
ing aid.

Hints More Taxes. 


“Tf it does become necessary to iro- 
pose additional taxes,” the report con- 
tinued, “it is believed we can better 
determine the amount of the neces- 
sary levy and the methods of distrib- 
uting such burdens for the future at 
a later date when the future condi- 
tion of the treasury will be more ac- 
curately established.” 


As to the refunded foreign obliga- 
tions the hope was expressed that 
these soon would be obtained and 
“that it will be possible for the for- 
eign governments to provide for the 
immediate payment of interest there- 
on, so that such interest can be used 
toward defraying the expenses au- 
thrized under this act.”’ 

Senator McCumber explained that 
an attempt had been made to reduce 
to a minimum actual cash payments 
under the bill during the next three 
years while the treasury is engaged 
in refunding the nearly seven billions 
of dollars of maturing government ob- 
ligations. The estimated cost of the 
bonus for those three years was $242,- 

Goes to Calendar, 


After its presentation to the senate 
the bonus bill went to the calendar, 
where it will remain until there is an 
agreement to call it up. Senator Mc- 
Cumber and some other proponents de- 
sire early action, but several repub- 
lican leaders are opposed to side track- 
ing the tariff bill as they expect. the 
fight overtthe bonus to consume at 
east a morith and perhaps six weeks, 
This measure differs somewhat from 
the house bill and very widely from 
the bonus bill that was reported to 
the senate last year afd later sent 
back to the finance committee at the 
request of Presidént Harding. The 
most important change from the orig- 
inal measure is the elimination of the 
cash bonus and reclamation features. 
As now drafted the legislation would 
give each veteran the right to select 
any one of the following plans: 

Adjusted service certificate with 
bank and government loan provisions. 

Vocational training aid. 

Farm and home aid. 

Land settlement aid. 

The estimated cost for each of 
these plans is $16,000,000 for cash 


payments; $3,364,409,481 for the ad- 
justed service certificates; $419,424,- 
000 for farm, home and land settle- 
ment aid, and $52,325,000 for voca- 
tional training. The expenses under 
vocational training and the cash bonus 
would end in 1925, under this esti- 
mate, and those for farm, home and 
land settlement .aid in 1929. Expenses 
under the certificate plan would con- 
tinue to 1966, with a total of $655,- 
991,670 to 1943, when the certificates 
would begin to fall due. 

McCumber Explains, ay 


Explaining the bill, Chairman Mce- 
Cumber said in his report that the 
amount of the adjusted service credit 
would be at the rate of $1 a day for 
domestic service and $1.25 for foreign 
service, less the $6Q,bonus paid when 
the veterans were discharged from the 
service. In no event, however, could 
the total exceed $500 in the case of 
those who had only domestic service 
and $625, for those who had both do- 
mestic and foreign service. 


The adjusted service certificates, 
payable at the end of 20 years from 
the date of issue or sooner upon 
death, would have a face value of 
3.015 times the total amount of the 
adjusted service credit. Until Jann- 
uary 1, 1926, bankers would be au- 
thorized to loah to the veterans an 
amount equal to 50 per cent of the 
adjusted service credit plus interest 
at the rate of 41-2 per cent com- 
pounded annually from the date of 
certificate. After January 1, 1926, 
the government woud make loans on 
the certificates in varying amounts 
according to the time negotiated. 


ChairmansMcCumber said in his re- 
pert that tRe committees had recom- 
mended elimination of the reclamation 
provision of the house bill for three 
reasons. 


“Any reclamation scheme will be 
exceedingly expensive and will in the 
end necessitate the expenditure of 
millions of dollars; it will be many 
years before a veteran will be able 
to determine whether he could se- 
cure any rights under such plan and 
where the projects will be located, 
and, in making an application - for 
such aid the veteran would not know 
anything relative to the location, cost, 
or advantage of the project.” 

As a land settlement provision in 
place of the reclamation, veterans 
would be given preference in making 
entry on any public or Indian lands 
opened to entry. To pay for these 
lands they would be entitled to a sum 
equal to the adjusted service credit 
increased by 25 per cent.

SPECS BI PORT 


Constitution Bureau, 

Raleigh Hotel. 
. Washington, June 8.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire)—Returning from 
a special visit to important ports 
of the continent, including New York 
and Montreal, where they went to 
study terminal facilities for handling 
staple agricultural products, as pro- 
vided jn a resolution passed by the 
last general assembly of Georgia, a 
legislative committee, headed by C. 
H. Kittrell, member of the state leg- 
islature from Laurens county, was in 
Washington today eonferring with 

government experts on the subject, 

The purpose of the visit to Cana- 
dian and eastern ee wns to study 
local conditions. with reference to han- 
dling perishable and staple products, 
with the view of installing some simi- 
lar system in Georgia, Mr. Kittrell, 
who is the author .of the resolution 
passed by the last législature, stuted 
that much valuable information was 
found. This, he said, would be re- 

rted to the coming session in the 
orm of a bill, with recommendations 
that an appropriation be made for 
some similar development of the port 
at Savannah. 

The movement, it is said, marks 
the first step towards providing b-t- 
ter market facilities for products 
raised in the state of Georgia. 
bers of the committee stated that ter- 
minal facilities in the Canadian and 
eastern port cities were found to be 
highly protective to perishable com- 
modities, and resulted in the saving 
of thousands of dollars to the farm- 
ers of those sections annually. The 
opinion was expressed that should the 
state construct proper terminals at 
its important ports, the products of 
Georgia and the south might eventual- 
ly establish a nation-wide market and 
demand. 

Pointing to this conclusion, it was 
found in New York that dairy prod- 
ucts from Denmark, through proper 
spreservation terminals, competed very 
strongly with the products of this 
country, and although they are ex-

Service Must Be 
Basis of Business 


Los Angeles, Cal., June 8.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Until service is made the basis 


mental control, destroying initiative 
end enterprise, restricting usefulness, 
and in the end killing private owner:

private and corporate enterprise, de. 
clared Preston 8. Arkwright, presi- 
dent of the Georgia Railway and 
Power company, in an address before 
the International Convention of Ro- 
tary clubs, today. 

Mr. Arkwright’s subject was “Busi- 
ness—The Rotarians’ Opporunity to 
Serve Society.” His appeal was for 
a broadening of the interest of every 
business man, looking toward the 
general end of complete understand. 
ng and the resultant fairness that 
must be the rule in all business deal- 
ings. 
Must Correct Abuses. 

Abuses of business, he declared, 
must be corrected by the men engaged 
in business themselves. Faifure to 
do this will result inevitably in cor- 
rection of these abuses by compulsion 
through governmental _ restrictions. 
Governmental interference, he pointed 
out, is the paramount threat to the 
business world of America today. 


In support of his contention he 
cited the history of the American 
railroads in recent years. “That they 
practiced unwarranted discriminations 
between people and localities and 
their free power abused is unques- 
tioned,” he said. “Public sentiment 
was aroused against them. Ags an in- 
evitable consequence they were sub- 
jected to governmental regulation and 
control. Regulation once begun, be- 
vemes progressively more restrictive. 
Their rates were fixed, their garnings 
limited, their services spcified, their 
eperating conditions prescribed, the 
wages of their employees fixed. 

“Duties and responsibilities were 
imposed upon them and the oppor- 
tunity to meet them through enter- 
prise, initiative and business manage- 
ment taken away. As an inevitable 
consequence, expansion and improve- 
ment of railroads ceased, service de- 
teriorated, operation became more ex- 
yensive, freight and passenger rates 
begame higher and the whole country 
with all its industries and all its 
business ‘is suffering from want of 
inilroads in new territory, by the 
ehangonment and taking up of rail- 
roads already built, by inadequate 
and insufficient equipment = every- 
where, and bhecause of rates and 
charges higher than industry can 
bear.” 

Repetition Occurring. 

A repetition of the history of the 
vailroads- is occuring in the public 
utilities, in the meat packing and coal 
industriés, even in the administration 
of real properties, he declared, and 
the same peril extends to all other 
lines of privately conducted busi- 
ness. 

“Security from the possibility of 
government control is a delusion,” 
said Mr. Arkwright. “Any business 
or. industry will be held to be so af- 
fected by public interest as to justify 
sovernmental control, if public senti- 
ment demands it.” . 
However, Mr. Arkwright questioned 
zovernmental interference as a re- 
medial measure. “Operation of busi- 
ness by government” he said “does 
not prevent monopoly; it assures it’ 
It does not remove improper prac- 
tives: it increases them. Whatever 
the abuses in individually conducted 
business may have been, the incom- 
petency, waste, extravagance, and 


craft, so often found in the conduct 
of industry by government, overshad- 
ows them.” 


What is needed among men inter- 
ested in business, Mr. Arkwright con- 
tinued, is intelligent self interest, self- 
eontrol. refraining from unfair ad- 
vantage, determination to give value 
as well as take it, realization that one 
class cannot profit at the expense 
of another without eventual] loss to 
toth, and that all classes are mutually 
dependent on the services of each 
other. : 

“Tf those engaged in all thevarying 
nursuits of life,” he said “could be 
brought together and consider face to 
face their varying problems. the ef- 
fects of the acts of one upon the other 
.-what an opportunity would be of- 
fered.” 

Toward this end. he declared the 
Rotary clubs should be a mighty 
force.” They cannot fail to get a 
hetter understanding of the mutgality 
of interest which exists throughout 
the social organization,” he said.

If these aren’t enlarged pores 
in mv face, then what would you call 
them?” Some such unanswerable ar- 
gument as that has been hurled mer- 
cilessly at me whenever I have denied 
the reality of such popular entities as 
bi'iousness, rheumatism, nervous 
breakdown, catarrh, “colds,” and im- 
pure blood (as an explanation for 
pimples. ) 
it is not so strange that the un- 
enlightened layman should harbor the 
nution of pores in the skin, in view of 
the yague idea of skin anatomy and 
physiology that some physicians still. 
cherish. Indeed it is still the fashion 
for some health officers to issue to 
the public occasional warnings about 
the dire effects of opening or elosin 
the pores. As the New York Medica 
Journal has it, in a recent editorial 
comment “Men trained in modern 
physiology still talk about the doings 
of the sweat ducts in the terms of 
their fathers and grandfathers. Our 
ancestors, knowing no better physi- 
ology, believed they took cold because 
suine unknown influence entered their 
bodies through the pores of the skin 
at a time when the owner of the skin 
ws so unfortunate as to leave these 
openings ajar, and that to prevent a 
similar mischance, the pores should 
be kept closed under the  circum- 
stances.” | 
The journal] then goes on with some 
antique stuff about how we “contract 
a cold” by exposure to cold—all in the 
terms of our fathers and grandfathers. 
Toe editorial continues: 
“Any one who knows 
(rnicroscopic anatomy) knows the 
pores are never closed. . . While 
we discharge some fluid through them 
when perspiration is going forward, we 
cen not breathe in noxious effluvia 
(if you know what that means) or 
anything else through them at any 
time, . . . Such being the case it is 
high time that twentieth century phy- 
sicians should cease to talk in the jar- 
gon of those of the eighteenth cen- 
tury.” 

You 
ean absorb nothing through the sweat 
ducts, not even an alleged “cold.” That 
is what I mean when I say the human 
skin‘has no pores; Of course the skin

London, June 8.—Bobbed-haired 

flappers trying to appear dignified, 
eiderly ddOwagers making a conscien- 
tious effort to seem girlish, and 
American men probably somewhat 
self-conscious in plush knee breeches, 
tried to feel perfectly dt home in 
Buckingham palace where they were 
presented to King George and Queen 
Mary Thursday night in the first for- 
mal“court since the War. 

The spectacle ranks in brilliance 
with anything before the war, Eight 
hundred “ests were received, includ- 
ing eleven visiting American women 
who were presented by Mrs, George 
Harvey, wife of the American am- 
bassador. It-was the crowning moment 
in the lives of the English debutantes, 
and the younger set generally. This 
is the first elaborate court in eight 
years and many of the, younger gen- 
eration had never seen one before, 


Doors Thrown Open. 


The doors of Buckingham palace 
were thrown open at half past eight 
for the ;uests. The king, the queen, 
Princess Mary, and other members of 
the royal family, arrived in the ball- 
room at half-past nine and the presen- 
tations began at once, continuing 
until eleven. 

After all guests had been presented, 
their majesties withdrew for supper 
in the royal apartents, leaving the 
displomats to be served in the throne 
room and the “general company” in 
the larger rooms on the ground floor. 

All members of the diplomatic corps 
and their women folk were presented 
first. ~ 

The king’s tailor, carrying his small 
sewing kit and scissors, was stationed 
on the staircase leading to the ball- 
room so that every guest could be 
scrutinized just before going into the 
royal presence. Those who had over- 
looked some minor detail of the strict 
ceremonial dress, were taken aside 
and the necessary alterations made so 
that they would not be compelled to 
forego presentation to the king and 
queen. 

Harvey In Breeches. 


Ambassador Harvey, after changing 
his mind once or twice, finally ap- 
peared in regulation evening clothes, 
except that he wore the black plush 
breeches instead of the straight long 
trousers which be had, until a few 
hours before, intended to wear. Other 
men of the American embassy dressed 
likewise. Besides Harvey and his 
staff, the only other diplomats wear- 
ing evening dress instead of gold lace 
uniforms were the German ambassa- 
dor and one or two representatives 
from Latin-American republics. 

Mrs. Harvey wore a smoke-gray 
crepe Georgette with a bodice of trel- 
lis diamante and a gray velvet train. 

Machine Precision. 

After viewing the brilliant spectacle 
Wallace Revilles, the court dress- 
maker, declared the court gowns were 
characterized by “lovely coloring, rich 
clinging materials, and beauty of 
line.’ A majority of the debutantes 
chose white, ivory or cream. Trains, 
not having been worn for eight years, 
were back in more elaborate designs 
than ever. .The most favored ma- 
terials seemed to be lace, net, or 
chiffon.

“The Bahai program,” says Mr. 
Cobb, “seeks to interpret the under- 
lying unity of all the religions of the 
world and thus. remove religious dif. 
teren It emphasizes racial unity 
in order to abolish race prejudice. 
Ic demands that religion shall uccord 
with science and reason and provides 
tor an adjustment of economic coun. 
aitions through spiritual * influences 
which shall, in time, bring thé spirit 
of brotherhood into commercial rela- 
tions. ‘ 

“It stands for the equality of sexes 
end a universal system of ‘education, 
in which a universal auxiliary lan- 
guage shall be taught the children of 
nll nations. I also advocates an 
international tribunal for the arbitra- 
tion of world problems, backed by 
an international police force. The 
Isahai ideal of the church of the fu- 
tune is a great institution embodying 
religion, science and social service— 
a house of ywniversal worship open to 
all races and religions.” 

It is a notable fact that Mr. Cobb 
was in Constantinople during — the 
Turkish revolution of 1908 and was 
one of the first Occidentals to ever 
take part in that strange religious cer- 
emonial of the Turks, “The Night of 
Power,” held annually in the great | 
mosque of St. Sophia. He was forced 
to disguise himself on this occasion, 
as in Palestine,.to obtain entrance. 
Mr. Cobb, in his various books and 
lectures, describes this and othér in- 
cidents as well as the philosophy of 
tLe Near Orient. 

Upon his return to Washington 
from Atlanta next week, Mr. Cobb, 
accompanied by Mrs. Cobb will sail 
for Europe on a lecture tour before 
the Bahai communities. He then will 
go to Palestine to visit the head- 
quarters of the movement at Haifa.

DESTROYED IN MONTH 


A total of 192 illicit distilleries, 
3,200 gallons of whisky, and 163,935 
cillons of mash, representing an 
uppraived valuation of $50,872.35, 
was destroyed by federai prohibition 
enfurcement officers in Georgia dur- 
ing the month of May, according to 
the report of Fred D. Dismuke, pro- 
nibition director for Georgia, made 
public Thursday. 

These figures show more than 100 
per cent increase in comparison with 
May, 1921. Records for the month 
of May last year discloses that 91 
stills, 575 gallons of whisky and 
(7,153 gallons of mash were des- 
tioyed.

SUIT AGAINST SOX 


Milwaukee, June 8.—Joe Jackson. 
former star fielder of the Chicage 
V bite Sox, who was outlawed from 
organized baseball as a result of the 
1919 world series scandal, today will 
iustitute suit’ through his attorneys 
for $19,000 in back pay against. the 
oe American League baseball 
club.

It is 
usual, during that period, for teams 
that are really inferior in strength to 
cut loose whatever strength they have 
and .pile up a few victories at the ex-

St. Louis under the Von der Ahe re- 
gime. On paper this team is scarcely 
above the class of many. semi-pros in 
either New York or Chicago. Yet this 
season has persistently kicked some of 
the teams which claim to have pennant 
possibilities.

New York Giants ought to be spread- 
eagling the National league.

New Orleans, June 8.—Strong ad- 
vances were again made by cotton to- 
day, after a period of unsettled trad- 
ing in the early part of the session, 
and prices were sent to new high lev- 
els, July touching 21.86c¢c a pound. In 
the late trading the market turned 
rather soft under heavy liquidating 
sales from the long side and the close 
was at 21.45 on July. At the highest 
the trading months wére 63 to 8&0 
points over the close of yesterday 
while last prices were but 27 to 38 
points up. 

The strong upswings of the day 
were due mainly to more wet weather 
in the belt and to increasing com- 
plaints of the numbers of boll weevil 
and their damage to fields of cotton 
which had produced young squares. 
Many localities, both in the eastern 
und the western divisions of the belt 
caimed that the weevil was taking 
the squares as fast as they were 
formed. 

In the late trading liquidation of 
long contracts by traders who wanted 
their profits was hastened by the ru- 
mor received by local brokers that the 
German loan had been abandoned. 
Comment on the floor of the exchange 
also was that Chicago interests were 
heavy sellers. In the early trading, 
following an advance of 21 points on 
July, there were moderate recessions, 
followed by recoveries and further re- 
actions, all on a small scale, the mar- 
ket at its lowest standing 16 to 18 
points under yesterday's close with 
July off to 20.91. The subequent risé 
carried the price nearly a hundred 
points up from the lowest.

In its monthly report Thursday night, the United States Bureau 
of Markets and Crop Estimates, Atlanta, declared damage to Georgia 
wheat and oats by rain and rust was in excess of $150,000 during May. 


The peach crop is reported as not being up to the average.

WHEAT SUFFERS 
GREATER THAN OATS. 
Up to the present wheat has suf- 


fered much more severely than oats,” 
the bulletin reads. “The combined 
acreage in wheat and oats is prob- 
ably greater than ever in the history 
of the state, but rhe total production 
will fall far short of expectations be- 
cause of short yields and unfavorable 
harvest conditions.

Many 
feel that a crop calamity is being ex- 
perienced at this time when the cotton in- 
dustry absolutely requires an abundant 
yield which naturally intimidates would-be 
short sellers, The cotton market has stood 
the test of many hazards ever since the 
of the war in 1914,+-many of 
which have brought about unexpectedly 
great price advances. The present situation 
is entirely new to the trade at large, and 
may be the means of developing either 
gradually or rapidly a higher price level 
than even some of the most sanguine bulls 
are counting upon.—ORVIS BROS. & CO.

Rail Wage Cuts. 


Cincinnati, June 8.—(By the <As- 
sociated Press.)—President Harding 
will be appealed to by the leaders of 
1,290,000 railway workers, part of 
whom have already received wage 
cuts from the railroad labor board 
due July 1, in an effort to stave off 
further reductions in their pay en- 
velopes, it was decided at a confer- 
ence of rail union heads tonight. 

Leaders of the eleven railway em- 
ployees’ organizations, which’ Tues- 
day decided to take a strike vote of 
their memberships, agreed tonight to 
outline a letter to the president pre- 

senting their argument for higher 
wages, or at least no further reduc- 
tious. A committee of union execu- 
tives was appointed by B. M. Jewell. 
president of the railway employees 
department of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, to draft the letter. 

Approximately $110,000,000 will be 
lopped from the payrolls of the 400,- 
000 shop crafts and the 500.000 main- 
tenance of way men under orders 
of the board July 1. The new rates 
of pay will range from 54 cents an 
hour for mechanics’ helpers to 70 
cents for mechanics. The maintcnance 
of way men will get from 28 to 35 
cents an hour.
